HEAT TREATMENT 


S applied to aluminium and its 
alloys, the term “heat treatment” 
usually implies those processes, more 


specifically called solution treatment and | 


precipitation treatment, by which the 
mechanical properties of certain alloys 
may be improved. 

With these should logically be consider- 
ed annealing, which has the effect of soft- 


necessary, during fabrication, to remove 
the effect of work-hardening as a prelude 


to further cold-forming operations. Thisis ‘ 


the only thermal treatment applied to the 
simpler work-hardening type of alumin- 
ium alloy, and may well be described first. 


Annealing 


Aluminium, like other metals, has a 
structure of innumerable crystals or 
grains. Cold working, as in rolling or 
drawing, distorts this structure; the 
individual grains are deformed, move- 
ment taking place along slip planes, and 
there is as a consequence an increased 
resistance of the metal as a whole to 
further deformation. It is then said to be 
strain- or work-hardened, and this state is 
permanent at ordinary temperatures.

If the metal is heated, some relief of the 
internal stresses begins ; this is recovery. As 
the temperature rises, the distorted orig- 
inal grains disappear and new grains grow 
to form a stress-free system. This recrystal- 
lisation brings the metal to its softest state. 

These effects depend on time as well as 
temperature; so that the change may be 
completed quickly, it is usual to heat in air 
at a much higher temperature (340'C to 
450 C) than the minimum necessary for 
recrystallisation. Apart from convenience,

this is done to avoid the merging of 
crystals to form larger ones, which is en- 
couraged by, among other factors, long 
heating time. Grain growth, as it is called, 
impairs mechanical properties and surface 
finish. Alloys that are especially prone to 
grain growth are sometimes annealed 
more rapidly in molten salts at about 
500°C. 

Annealing, which is normally carried 
out in electrical or gas-fired air furnaces, 
is used to make further cold working 
possible, and several anneals may be need- 
ed before the metal reaches its final shape. 
A variation is partial-, back-, or temper- 
annealing, where fully hard material of 
some compositions may be allowed to 
soften only to the intermediate degree of 
hardness, or temper, required. 


Solution Treatment 


Certain metals, of which copper is the 
best example, are capable, in the solid state, 
of true solution inaluminium. The amount 
of such elements that the aluminium will 
accept is limited, but increases with tem- 
perature. If the temperature is lowered 
again, the excess proportion of the alloying 
element forms compounds, such as CuAl, 
which are deposited within the grains, 
and on their quantity, and more especially 
on their size, depends the resistance of 
the structure to deformation and hence 
the mechanical properties of the alloy. 

Solution treatment, sometimes called 
normalising (from a faulty analogy with 
steel metallurgy) or simply “ heat-treat- 
ment’’, is a process by which this pheno- 
menon is exploited. The temperature is 
raised to about 500 C, usually in a bath of 
molten sodium nitrate, until the alloying 
elements are taken fully into solid solution. 
The alloy is then cooled, by quenching in 
water, too quickly for the dissolved 
elements to be precipitated; the solution 
remains supersaturated and the metal is 
temporarily soft. This condition is un- 
stable and precipitation gradually takes 
place in the form of extremely fine part- 
icles. This small particle size (about 
1/ 10,000,000 in. dia.) enhances the tenacity 
of the metal, which is then said to have 
age-hardened or aged. 

Refrigeration is sometimes used to de- 
lay precipitation from the supersaturated 


state. In rivets, for example, the soft, 
formable condition that prevails for an 
hour or so after solution treatment may be 
maintained for about twenty hours, if 
need be, by storing at a low temperature. 


Precipitation Treatment 


In some alloys, the spontaneous ageing 
process just described is complete after 
a few days at room temperature. A greater 
degree of precipitation and hardening than 
occurs naturally is, in certain alloys, 
induced by heating to about 170°C for ten 
hours or so (time and temperature depend- 
ing on the composition). This is called 
precipitation treatment or artificial ageing. 
Excess treatment, either in temperature or 
time, causes undesirable growth of the 
precipitated particles, reducing their effec- 
tiveness in strengthening the metal. 


Temper Designation 


The condition of an alloy is conveniently 
indicated by a symbol placed after its 
specification number. The system adopted 
by the British Standards Institution is as 
follows : 


M— as manufactured, with no heat 
treatment and without regard to work- 
hardening. 


O — annealed, soft. 
'/4H, '/2H, 3/4H or H, — the degree of work- 


hardening resulting from rolling or 
drawing. 


W — solution heat treated. 


P — precipitation heat treated (artificially 
aged) 


T — solution heat treated and naturally

OPEN-AIR SCULPTURE 

The LCC were thoroughly justified in 
deciding that their open-air sculpture 
exhibition, held in Battersea Park, in 
1948, was worth repeating. It should 


be a regular event, and Mrs. Dalton 


and her committee are to be congratu- 
lated on bringing off another fascinat- 
ing show. Even the cold east wind that 
seems determined to be doing all it can 
to blight every Festival occasion could 
not prevent the opening last week being 
a success. 
* 


Having said that, I hope I shall be 
forgiven for saying I didn’t think it as 
good a show as last year. It isn’t so 
much that there are more second-rate 
pieces, as that the second-rate pieces 
have been given the most prominent 
sites so that one is more aware of them. 
The central lawn is dominated by a 
huge plaster decoration by Maurice 


Lambert which I though quite un- 
worthy of the position—others of 
course may disagree—and works by 
Dobson, Epstein and Lipchitz, none of 
which are anything like the best these 
sculptors can do. 


The best piece on the central lawn I 
thought was the equestrian figure by 
Marino Marini (whose one-man show 
at the Hanover Gallery no one should 
miss), though it is a little small to look 
its best out of doors. That is a criticism 
that can be made of several of the 
exhibits; it is interesting to notice how 
an outdoor-setting makes a figure below 
a certain size lose all its serious qualities 
and become a toy—a case in point is 
the Giacometti. 


One other general criticism is that 
several of the exhibits—including an 
interesting Pevsner abstraction—that 
happen to be dark in colour are posed 
against dark vegetation and become 
almost invisible. But better weather 
may help this. Better weather, too, 
should bring people in their thousands. 
Whatever faults one may find it remains 
a splendid show, with a number of 
really good pieces by Henry Moore, 
Despiau, Skeaping, Reg Butler, Karin 
Jonzen, Maillol, Soukop, Wotruba and 
others. 


TECHNICAL HITCH 

Even the most solemn _ occasions 
seldom pass off without a little light 
relief, and the triumphantly successful 
opening of the Royal Festival Hall ran 
true to form with a bit of unrehearsed 
drama behind the scenes. All that the 
audience heard of it was the surprising 
sound of a telephone bell while the 
Archbishop of Canterbury was con- 
ducting the dedication service—and 
they wouldn’t have heard that if it 
hadn’t been for the wonderfully 


sensitive acoustics of the auditorium. 
The telephone in fact rang twice. It 
was an SOS from Gerald Barry and 
the Lord Mayor of London, stuck in 
a lift. They were on the way up to 
their box when it happened, after 
attending the ceremony of unveiling an 
inscription performed by the King when 
the Royal party entered the building. 
Fortunately the lifts have a telephone, 
so when the lift stuck they were able to 
call down to the auditorium.

The official who answered it, some- 

where off-stage (at least that is how the 
story reaches me) thought his leg was 
being pulled, told the callers not to be 
silly and rang off. The imprisoned 
victims waited as patiently as they could 
and then rang again. This time they 
were believed and they were released 
in time to hear the concert which 
formed the second part of the 
programme. 


PREMIUMS FOR ARCHITECTS 

The Minister of Planning & Local 
Government has dropped a broad hint 
to the local housing authorities that it 
is very much in their interests to 
employ qualified architects for their 
housing schemes. In a recent circular 
the Minister informed the councils that 
if they employed architects on their 
work, he would not require them to 
submit their proposals to his Ministry 
for approval. This praiseworthy step 
will, at the same time, eliminate an 
administrative bottleneck and should 
improve the standard of design of the 
housing of certain local authorities. I 
feel fairly certain that if Councillors 
realize that by employing an outside 
architect they can speed up their hous- 
ing, they will not be so willing to let 
their unqualified (architecturally) sur- 
veyor do the work instead.

This latest piece of wisdom from 
MOLGP should also serve to put archi- 
tects who do housing work on. their 
mettle. It has seemed from time to 
time as though architects have been 
slightly irresponsible about the design 
of houses for their local committees. 
There are cases where the same type 
plans, prepared in 1945 and even then 
not very good ones, have done duty for 
every housing scheme since. There 
have surely been some advances in the 
last five years or so. Architects would 
probably be encouraged to think a bit 
harder if they were required to explain 
to their housing committee why they 
had made no change from their designs 
of the previous year, for with BRS, 
TDA, and HMSO pouring out technical 
studies there should be some develop- 
ment even in the most backward areas. 


BRISTOL FASHION 

My illustration (right) shows the pro- 
gress which has been made in provid- 
ing Bristol’s new municipal buildings 
with a fresh setting. It is the subject 
of an irate letter from a correspondent 
published on page 620 of this issue. 


The triangular piece of land in the 
foreground is known as College Green. 


Until a few months ago it was shaded 
by some magnificent trees (planes, if I 


remember aright) which provided a 
very pleasant green foil to the intricacy 
of the fourteenth - cum - nineteenth 
century cathedral which stands just out 
of sight on the left of the photograph 
below.

Adverse criticism before a design is 
finished is usually hardly fair. Never- 
theless there are points already 
apparent in this design which, deck 
them out how you will, will always be 
unpleasant. The way, for example, the 
axis of the paths is just off centre of the

axis of the building, and the way the 
paths firmly and splendidly lead 
nowhere. I will not comment on the 
architecture, by this year’s Gold 
Medallist Vincent Harris, if only 
because it is old news, but I would like 
to make an appeal for the planting on 
the Green of quick-growing trees as 
soon as possible. This kind of building 
will never sit easily beside the cathedral. 
Geraniums red and delphiniums blue, or 
the arboreal equivalent, for this 
particular Bristol dormouse, and the 
higher the better. 
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Almost everywhere he goes on the South Bank exhibition 
site the visitor is drawn to the river, which, as is generally 
known by now, has been imaginatively incorporated into 
the exhibition design. If the visitor enters the downstream 
section of the site from the Waterloo Bridge entrance, the 
point from which the JOURNAL has started its South Bank 
tour in this issue, his eye will be directed to the river by 
the harbour (see page 624) and, as he moves along the 
overhead walk from here, by the “look-out” platforms 
which are suspended over the Thames (page 625). If, 
on the other hand, the visitor goes into the exhibition from 
the Waterloo Station entrance, he will be persuaded (if he

follows his nose and not the official guide) to approach 
the river from the main piazza. But if he follows his guide, 
he will learn as much from his ear as from his eye 
that he is approaching the water. As he rounds the corner 
of the Sea and Ships Pavilion he will hear the sound of 
the sea breaking on the shore, an effect produced by 
Richard Huw’s Mobile water sculpture (above) which 
virtually rules the waves. Further along the river is 
Charoux’s family group and beyond, the Powell-Moya 
Skylon, one of several features of the exhibition which are, 
happily, completely useless, in no way symbolic and 
altogether pleasant to have about the place.

fHE FIVE TO ONE RATIO 

Readers will have seen references, no 
doubt, to the decision of the Minister 
of Local Government and Planning to 
allow changes in the ratio of five to 
one for local authority and private 
house building when there are a 
large number of applications for 
licences to build. I was therefore 
surprised to see in a recent Hansard 
that of seventy-five applications made 
for decreasing the ratio in favour of 
private building only nine had been 
granted. 


Of course figures can prove anything, 

but I was interested to see that Mr. 
Lindgren, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the MOLGP, could put up a strong 
case for the small number of applica- 
tions granted. On investigation, 
apparently, on the basis of discovering 
how much separate accommodation 
was really needed, the long lists of 
private house builders dwindled rapidly. 
The nine applications granted were, it 
seems, the only genuine cases which 
could be discovered in which the five 
to one building ratio did not adequately 
cover the demand of the private builder 
for essential accommodation.

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MODERN ARCHITECTURE MAKES GOOD 


" EOPLE making for the South Bank,”’ wrote the London 
P correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, “‘ begin to 
smile as they come close to it. This is something 
new for London—people in the mass with smiles on their faces. 
And the smiles persist because for once the pleasures of realiza- 
tion more than match those of anticipation.” This is some- 
thing new for architects too: to find that the ordinary 
citizen, faced by twenty-seven acres of modern architecture 
and contemporary design, not only accepts it but delights in 
it, and is eager for more. 


The strength of public reaction can be judged pretty accurately 
by the comments of the daily press, and almost without excep- 
tion they express approval. Surprise, too, of course, and 
occasionally mystification, but the really encouraging and 
most delightful fact is that modern architecture, the contem- 
porary style, call it what you will, is overwhelmingly popular. 
For the first time it has been given a real chance to show 
its hand in this country. A wonderful site on the edge of 
the Thames and, in what appears now to have been the 
neglected, but true, centre of London. A site which com- 
mands views from Westminster Palace to St. Paul’s on three 
sides, and, on the fourth, the black, congested and grimy 
squalor of Waterloo acting as an acid to etch deep the lesson 
this exhibition teaches. 


For the last twenty years it has been evident in this country 
that, in the dreary battle of styles, modern architecture was 
slowly but inevitably winning. It was not, however, until 
the members of the Council for Architecture, set up to advise 
the Festival organization, were named and the Director of 
_ Architecture for the Festival of Britain appointed that it 


| 
| became obvious that there was to be given an opportunity 
to the advocates of contemporary architecture which literally 
'could only occur once, if then, in a hundred years. An 
| opportunity which, we are thankful to report, has been 
splendidly taken. This ’51 Festival as a whole, and in parti- 
| cular the Lansbury and South Bank exhibitions, are showing 
| the nation just how worthwhile modern design can be. 


The JourNAL, then, in acknowledgment of the very great 
efforts which have been made to launch this Festival, whole- 
heartedly offers its congratulations to those chiefly concerned. 
Firstly, to Herbert Morrison, who, as Lord President of the 
Council, was mainly responsible for Festival preparations. 
It is only due to his single-mindedness and persistence in the 
face of intense opposition that we are having a Festival at all.

Most of this week’s JouRNAL is devoted to giving an overall 
survey of the South Bank Exhibition. Next week we hope to 
pay more attention to the individual pavilions themselves. 
The lesson which this South Bank exhibition teaches is a 
simple one, but one of the hardest to carry out successfully. 
The result has not been matched in this country for well 
over a hundred years. For the architect, in addition to 
being an exhibition, it is, above all, an excursion into the art 
of townscape, in the greatest and most embracing sense of the 
word. Packed into twenty-seven acres is a richness of visual 
effect obtained only by capturing the world outside the 
boundaries of the site as well as by paying meticulous attention 
to detail. The ground surfaces have been as carefully consi- 
dered as the planting in the gardens and the surfaces of walls 
and roofs. The street furniture which can do so much to 
make or mar a scene has been as carefully positioned as it 
has been designed. 

There are faults ; of course there are faults. This is, after all, 
only a first attempt by the present generation at an art which 
has nearly died. But study the photographs which follow 
and see what a magnificent attempt has been made. Better 
still, go to the site and study the design for yourself. It is 
every architect’s duty to do so. Modern architecture in the 
mass (surprisingly enough, state approved and _ sponsored) 
has well and truly arrived, and the people love it. 


controversy. Something however seems, to 
have escaped public comment, that is the 
felling of the mature plane trees that once 
graced College Green. On a recent visit to 
Bristol I was horrified to find that the 
Cathedral and the lovely Lord Mayor's 
Chapel are now reduced to insignificance by 
the dominating character of the new build- 
ing and the naked expanse that lies before it. 
The anger that I felt on first seeing the 
levelled site has been replaced by a feeling 
of uneasiness. This desecration is the latest 
and perhaps the most obvious of a series of 
civic tragedies that have occurred in and 
around this city. I fear now that the mis- 
guided intentions of the Corporation and its 
advisers will soon denude Bristol of all its 
charm and original character.

Desecration at Bristol 


Sir.—The placing of the Unicorns on the | 
new Municipal Buildings in Bristol recently 
gave rise to considerable public criticism and 


buildings. Surely it is desirable to preserve 
a lead roof for the sake of preserving the 
character of the building. 

A well laid lead roof covering on a sound 
roof structure will have a very long life, and 
renovations to achieve this condition are 
worth while if there is intention to extend 
the life of a church for as long as possible. 

Whether or not a saving of 40-50 Ib. per 
square yard load on a roof would avoid the 
need to repair an unsound roof structure, is 
a question that can only be answered in 
individual cases. A light roof covering might 
prolong the life of an unsound roof but 
there are other loadings to consider—super- 
imposed .and wind pressure—and a roof 
structure meeting the requirements of these 
would probably be strong enough to carry a 
lead covering. 

Lead sheet is not exceptionally heavy for 
a roof covering; single lap tiling is as heavy 
and plain tiling is at least twice the weight.

Building Bulletin No. 4 


Sir,—I have been asked to thank you for 

the thoughtful treatment of Building 
Bulletin No. 4 in your issue of April 26, 
and to seek some more space in your 
columns for an explanation of one or two 
points which might lead to misunder- 
standing. 


The third paragraph of Mr. Cleeve Barr’s 
review suggests that the Bulletin “ attempts 
in effect to provide a more scientific basis 
for approximate estimating.” In fact, it 
is not intended that the methods suggested 
in the Bulletin should supersede the effi- 
cient methods of approximate estimating at 
present in use by quantity surveyors. The 
idea is simply to encourage the quantity 
surveyor to supply the architect at the design 
stage with cost information related to the 
functions performed by various “ elements” 
as well as to the total cost of the building. 
The Specimen Cost Analysis at Appendix 
5 which you published is not intended to 
become a standard form of presentation. 
The selection of elements to be costed in 
any particular case will depend on the build- 
ing technique. For example, “ Frame A” 
may have its structural components spaced 
at such intervals as to require subsidiary 
structural members to carry ceilings, floors, 
etc. In “Frame B,” on the other hand, 
the spacing may be such that no subsidiary 
structural members are necessary. The costs 
of these two Frames can only be compared 
if to the cost of “ Frame A” are added 
the elements required to make it func- 
tionally comparable with “ Frame B ”; thus 
it may be necessary to take into account, 
for instance, the costs of additional items 
such as reinforcement of floor slabs. 
Finally, I have been asked to emphasize 
that the Bulletin implies no change in the 
current procedure for approval of educa- 
tional building projects by the Ministry. 
This does not involve a detailed examina- 
tion of cost, such as Mr. Russon seems 
to have in mind. In order to receive 
approval, schemes have only to comply 
with the Building Regulations, and to come 
within the limits of total cost laid down. 
The Ministry undertakes detailed examina- 
tions of cost only for research and develop- 
ment purposes.

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This Sheet describes a gutter, eaves and lintel assem- 
bly which’ is built up from specially formed precast 
waterproofed concrete blocks. The blocks are 9 in. 
long by 6 in. high by 22 in. from front to back and 
when bedded together they take the place of the 
usual gutter, fascia and soffit, and also, where occur- 
ring over window openings, can be reinforced and 
filled with concrete to form a lintel. The gutter 
troughs are lined, after erection, with felt laid in 
bitumen and sealed with a covering of bitumen. 
The felt and bitumen are supplied with the gutter 
blocks. The blocks, being 6 in. high, two courses of 
brickwork are saved at eaves level, in addition to a 
saving in timber and site labour. 


Types of Section 


There are two standard types of gutter and soffit 
moulding available as shown. Each type may be 
obtained with the following alternative back upstands 
to accommodate different forms of roof truss 
construction. 

6 in. (types G and N). 

4 in. (types G/4 and N/4). 

2 in. (types G/2 and N/2). 
Special blocks can be made to fit around or incor- 
porate truss shoes where necessary. 


Standard Blocks 


A wide range of blocks and fittings is obtainable to 
fit in with any form of construction. 


Straight blocks: Size: 9 in. by 22 in. May be ob- 
tained if required with sleeved rainwater outlet (2 in., 
24 in., 3 in., 4 in.) or sleeved aperture for soil and 
vent pipe. 

Closers : Sizes: 6 in. by 22 in., 5 in. by 22 in. 
External angles: Size: 36 in. by 22 in. Right- or 
left-handed. 


Internal angles : Size: 24 in. by 24 in. 


Stopped ends: All stopped ends may be obtained 
right- or left-handed and with rainwater outlets or 
soil and vent pipe apertures if required. 

Type S (moulded end). Size: 12 in. by 22 in. 

Type F (flush end). Size: 12 in. by 22 in. For use 
where gutter finishes against a wall abutment. 

Type D (moulded return end). Size: 36 in. by 22 in. 
Permits the use of a downpipe on a gable wall. 


Weight 


The weight per foot run of section G blocks is 60 Ib. 
and of section N, 62 Ib. 

This is approximately 17 lb. and 19 Ib. respectively 
more than the weight of the brickwork which would 
normally be required.

Fixing 


No special setting-out is required. Blocks to take 
ventilating or rainwater pipes are laid in position 
first. Intermediate blocks are then bedded as closely 
as possible, closers being used where necessary as 
cutting is impracticable. The joints are cut off flush 
and the external surfaces given a thin coat of cement 
wash well brushed in. 

Falls: Falls are unnecessary and the troughs are 
sufficiently deep to allow up to 75 ft. between outlets, 
thereby effecting a saving in cost of drainage fittings. 
Expansion joints: In practice no expansion joints 
have been found to be necessary when using the 
blocks with pitched roofs. Where these gutters form 
part of the construction of concrete flat roofs other 
considerations for expansion may arise, but the pro- 
blem can usually be solved by breaking the bed joint 
from the brickwork with a suitable bitumen felt. 
Lining: The bitumen adhesive supplied is poured 
into the gutter trough and brushed out as required. 
When it is tacky, the lining felt is unrolled into the 
trough and firmly pressed into position. A final coat 
of bitumen adhesive is then applied. 


Lintels 


The blocks are supported on temporary hangers and 
support-boards, which may be obtained on hire from 
the manufacturer. For spans of up to 6 ft. 6 in. two 
4-in. reinforcing rods are sufficient; for greater spans 
the reinforcement must be increased accordingly. 
The concrete should be run for a distance of at least 
one foot on either side of the opening.

It is only necessary when ordering to send a dimen- 
sioned plan; the manufacturer will calculate the 
number of blocks and fittings required.

National Physical Laboratory tests have been carried 
out on this material (under the earlier trade name of 
Glass Fibres). The thermal conductivity figures 
quoted on the face of the Sheet are based on these 
tests.

HISTORY OF 
___NEERING 


The Early Years of Illuminating Engineering 
in Great Britain. J. W. T. Walsh. (Trans. 
IES. Vol. XVI. No. 3. 1951. p. 49.) 


Review of development, chiefly from late 
19th century. Interesting. 


Count Rumford wrote what was probably 
the first book on illuminating engineering, 
but engineering practice really got under way 
when Trotter gave his paper on measure- 
ment at the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
in 1892. In its early years, illuminating 
engineering was concerned mainly with street 
lighting. 

One of the early controversies centred 
around the question, should standards de- 
pend on the output of the source or the in- 
tensity on the object? The former was often 
favoured (e.g. two 16 candle-power lamps 
for a bedroom 15 ft. x 15 ft.). 

The American IES was formed in 1905 and 
the English in 1909. Among the active early 
members was P. J. Waldram. At that time 
a well-known encyclopedia under “ Illumina- 
tion” merely gave the cryptic reference, “ see 
Fireworks.” 

From 1909-14 glare was a preoccupation, 
and the idea of indirect lighting originated 
about this time in an effort to avoid it. The 
first lighting code came from this period, 
and there was a burst of studies of factory 
lighting in relation to the work of the govern- 
ment Factory Department. Gas lighting was 
still very common then, and illumination 
levels fell as low as 1/10 ft. candle. 

Waldram published daylight studies as early 
as 1909 and he and his son J. M. Waldram 
published the well-known diagram in 1923. 
By this time the fundamental engineering idea 
of illumination had been established and the 
pioneering period came to an end.

Characteristics of Downlighting. R. S. 
McCandless. (Architectural Record |USA] 
Feb., 1951. p. 142.) 


Design of units, spacing, lighting levels, 
efficiency. Useful, well illustrated. 


“ Downlighting ” is the American term for 
lighting vertically downward through ceiling 
points. This can only be used alone for cer- 
tain purposes, and must be used carefully to 
avoid excessive contrasts. It can provide, on 
one hand, dim, dramatic lighting with low 
power, or, on the other, glittering brilliance. 
Church and shops are two types of building 
which the author suggests might have down- 
lighting. Downlight units used in conjunc- 
tion with indirect or general light may have 
a wider application. 

A dozen types of units are described 
and illustrated, some with baffles, some with 
louvres, some using spotlight lamps, some 
using cross-beam reflectors, some with lenses 
and some designed to control the shape of 
the beam. Ideally, the author says, down- 
lights should be spaced so that at least ten 
lights give light to each point on the work- 
ing place. This means having fairly close 
spacing, because the units must not spread 
their light widely, or they will seem exces- 
sively bright, for the ceiling gets only 
reflected light and is, therefore, fairly dark. 

Spread ” is usually limited to a 90° arc. 

The efficiency of the units is usually low, 
not greater than 50-60 per cent., and com- 
monly as low as 40 per cent. within the 
useful arc. The efficiency of optical and
